His son 
Abraham, Felix’s father, was a banker.

and cultured Bartholdy family of Ber- 

lin, and to their home were attracted 
the brightest and most influential peo- 
ple of the country. 

Abraham Mendelssohn was  accus- 
tomed to describe his position in life by 
saying, “Formerly. I was the son of my 
father, now I am the father of my son.” 
Though not a musician, he had a keen 
insight into things relating to art, and 
Felix often referred to him as “not only 
my father, but my teacher in both art 
and life.” 


Mme. Mendelssohn was a remarkable 
woman, cultured and refined, the educa- 
tion of her children being her chief ob- 
ject. How accomplished she was as a 
pianist we are not told, but her remark | 
that her daughter had “Bach-fugue” 
fingers indicates that she. knew some- 
thing of the subject. We read also that 
she first taught her children music, be- 
ginning with lessons five minutes long, 
and for many years they never prac- 
tised without her sitting by them, knit- 
ting in hand. 


Mendelssohn's Beginnings 


As one writer has said, “Mendelssohn’s 
life reads like the story of some fairy 
prince, beautiful, brave and virtuous; 
who-is rocked in the cradle by the gentle 
godmother Good Fortune, who runs his 
race amid the plaudits of admiring 
friends, and passes away young, untar- 
nished and full of honors. He never 
knew the squalor of poverty, drudgery, 
the bitterness of inaptitude, or the dull 
ache of disappointment. In his bright, 
precocious childhood he was the idol of 
a fond mother, a wise father, brothers 
and sisters who shared his tastes and 
to some degree his ability, and a circle 
of literary and artistic friends at the 
head of which was Goethe. He had all 
the advantages of university training, 
the best teachers of music, foreign travel, 
varied friendships, a happy marriage, 
and a fame extending to all corners of 
Europe. 

The first definite event of his life was 
a visit to Paris, when he was seven years 
old, and where he studied with- Mme. 
Bigot. Soon after their return the edu- 
cation of the Mendelssohn children was 
systematically begun, Besides studies 
along general lines they had Berger for 
teacher in piano playing, Zelter for com- 
position, Henning for violin and Rosel 
for landscape painting.

In 1840 the King of Prussia founded 
an academy of fine arts at Berlin, and 
appointed Mendelssehn director. This 
was~not a welcome post, and later he 
became general director of music to the 
King of Prussia. To do this he had to 
resign the position he held as chapel 
master to the King of Saxony. During 
the interview with the King regarding 
this he persuaded him to, devote a leg- 
acy left to the state to the founding of a 
musical conse rvatory at Leipsic. Such a 
project had always been the work near- 
est to his heart. The prospectus of the 
conservatory appeared, bearing’ th 
names of Mendelssohn, Becker, David, 
Hauptmann and Schumann. 

Mendelssohn was noted for his wit. 
He was on intimate terms with Freder- 
ick IJ., who freqfiently asked him to 
dine. Almost invariably Mendelssohn 
was late. Upon one occasion the King 
thought he had hit upon a novel plan to 
cure him of his tardiness. As usual, 
Mendelssohn was tardy, so the King 
wrote as follows: “Mendelasohn is ein 
eissel,” signed it with his royal titlé 
and had it laid at the composer’s plate 
with the request that he read it aloud 
upon his arrival. When Mendelssohn 
arrived he picked up the note and read

“That as it is the duty of every man 
to worship God im such manner as he 
thinks most acceptable to him: all per- 
sons, professing the Christian religion, 
are equally entitled to protection in their 
rel liberty; wherefore no 
ought by any law to be molested in his 
person or estate on account of his re- 
ligious persuasion or profession, or for 
his religious practice; under 
colour .of religion, any man shall disturb 
the good order, peace or safety of the 
State, or shall infringe the laws of 
morality, or injure others, in their nat- 
ural, civil, or religious rights ”

running to the end of Vassar street, at 
a cost of $8500. The total expenditure 
would amount to $51,000. Mr. Hastings 
believed a macadam road would answer 
on Vassar street for several years to 
come.
